hanged them up ; one of the Women being great with Child, they ripped 
up her Belly as ſhe hanged, ſo that the Child fell out in the Cawi alive, 
Some after they were hanged, they dtex up and down till their Bowels 
were torn out. 

How many thouſands of Proteflants were thus inhumanely —

for his Execution; at which time the Monks and Piieſts ceaſed not to 
uſe all the Arguments they could invent, to ſhake the Faith and Con- 
ſtancy of this poor Creature, yet could they not prevail ; by all his ex- 
preſſions he declared the inward joy of bis Soul, that be was counted worthy 
10 ſuffer for the Name of Chriſt ; and though nay oft pteſſed him to te- 
member his Children, he anſwered, That it was bus Prayer to God, that bis 
Children might follow their Father: ſteps, and dic like bim. Wheteupon the 
Prieſts ſeeing all their labour loſt, aſſiſted the Hangman to end his life, 
and turned him off the Ladder, 

Sicur Paola Clement, an Elder of the Church of Roſſana, was brought 
by the Monks and Prieſts to the dead Body of the other, thinking thereby 
to ſcare him from his Principles and Profeſſion; but he anſwered them 
with undaunted courage, That they might Ai che Body, but could never be 
able to prejudice the Soul of a trat Believer, He told them alſo, That Ged 
would aſſuredly avenge the Innocent blood that they had ſpilt.
